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Morrisons: Work 
temporarily halted

WORK on developing a multi-million 
pound new Morrisons store in New¬ 
market has ground to a temporary halt. 

Lincoln-based developers, Simons 
Group, secured planning permission to 
demolish the former Newmarket Gas¬ 
works, in Exning Road, and to build 
a new supermarket on the land last 
spring. 

Work commenced in July but Forest 
Heath District Council has confirmed 
that the demolition has been “tempo¬ 
rarily halted” due to the discovery of 
live cables at the site. 

The developers have also had to tem¬ 
porarily stop clearing the site until the 
council agrees that conditions relating 
to contamination and dust issues are 
being adhered to. 

Simons Group insists the issues will 
not delay the opening of the store. 

A spokesman for Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council said: “There were two ap¬ 
plications for the site - both from the 
same developer. 

“The first involves the demolition of 
a building. The council has been in¬ 
formed that demolition work has been 
temporarily halted after the discovery 
of live cables. 

“The second application relating to 


the remainder of the former gas works 
site was approved with several plan¬ 
ning conditions to be fulfilled before 
any demolition work could begin. 

“These are in place to address any 
issues that may arise either from con¬ 
tamination, and from dust, once dem¬ 
olition work begins. 

“The developers have contacted the 
planning department in the past week 
to discuss the pre-commencement 
conditions and have submitted an ap¬ 
plication to formally discharge these. 


“They have agreed not to continue 
clearing the site until these conditions 
have been discharged.” 

A spokeswoman for the Simons 
Group, which has built Morrisons, 
Asda and Marks and Spencer stores, 
among others, across the UK, said: “We 
have submitted all the required appli¬ 
cations for the work to be carried out 
and are working in accordance with 
the agreed planning conditions. 

“We are working to the schedule and 
are very much on track as planned.” 


Permission for the new Morrisons 
store was granted last May - at the 
same time the district council’s devel¬ 
opment control committee approved 
plans to extend the Tesco superstore 
on its current site in Fordham Road. 

Councillors voted to refuse permis¬ 
sion for an application for a Sains- 
bury’s along with a five-screen Ode- 
on, restaurants and 90 homes on the 
town’s George Lambton Playing Fields 
and an Asda store on land bounded 
by Black Bear Lane, Rowley Drive and 
High Street. 

Despite supermarket giant Tesco 
facing a reported £250 million black 
hole in its accounts and a brand new 
£22 million store just a few miles down 
the road in Chatteris being mothballed 
before it is even open, the firm insists 
plans relating to other stores are not 
affected. 

Tesco’s decision to mothball the new 
superstore in Chatteris has sparked 
fury among local people. It cost around 
£22 million to build and it was due to 
open in November, creating hundreds 
of new jobs for local people. 

The spokeswoman for Simons Group 
said: “There may not be diggers on the 
Exning Road site every day but that 
does not mean work is not progressing. 

“Work was also postponed during 
bird nesting season.”

Matt Seiber, who has 
made a hobby out of travel¬ 
ling the country in search 
of signposts with gunshot 
holes, sent the photos to the 
Newmarket News. 

Former marine, Mr Seiber 
said: “I would say these holes 
on the Swaffham Prior/Up- 
ware sign were caused by a 
high velocity rifle. 

“I have been tracing bul¬ 
let-ridden road signs since 
2008 and have come across 
about 400 in that time in the 
UK. 

“But, of them, this is prob¬ 
ably one of the worse I have 
seen anywhere. 

“Buildings could have got 
hit through that sign. They 
are only about 400 metres 
away.”

signs of a shotgun “pattern 
blast”. 

Mr Seiber, 59, said he first 
began seeking out “gun graf¬ 
fiti”, as he describes it, after 
witnessing it in Spain. 

He said: “I was driving 
just outside Madrid and saw 
three guys shooting at a sign 
with a hand gun. 

“They saw me and started 
shouting at me and firing 
bullets over my head. 

“I’m not sure why people 
do it. It could be as a power 
thing or to test out their am¬ 
munition. 

“They often choose rural 
areas where they are less 
likely to be caught, but I have 
seen it in urban places too. 



‘I used to report them to 
the police when I saw them, 
but I found they never inves¬ 
tigated them.”

Family stages protest over 
‘unsuitable’ housing offer

A WORRIED family staged a 
protest in Mildenhall yester¬ 
day, claiming they have been 
offered unsuitable accommo¬ 
dation by the district council 
after being evicted from their 
home. 

Mother-of-four Siobhanne 
Ungless claims that Forest 
Heath District Council is forc¬ 
ing her family into accom¬ 
modation which is unsuitable 
for her children, including 
daughter Rebecca, 24, who 
has severe learning disabili¬ 
ties. 

Protesting outside the 
council offices in Heath Road, 
Mildenhall, Ms Ungless says 
the house is too small and is 
in Bury St Edmunds, which 
would mean her children will 
have to change schools. 

Ms Ungless, a full-time car¬ 
er to Rebecca, who has severe 
autism, Down’s syndrome 
and dementia, said: “My cir¬ 
cumstances changed in 2010 
when the benefit cap was in¬ 
troduced and all my benefits 
were cut dramatically... I was 
£400 in arrears each month. 

“We have now been evicted 
by our landlady and we are 
being moved by Forest Heath 
to a three-bedroom house in 
Bury, which is not big enough 
for my four children.” 

She added: “Rebecca has 
been so distressed and upset 
over this that she is spiralling 
into depression.”

Ms Ungless said the fam¬ 
ily’s hopes were raised when 
Flagship Homes offered them 
a property in St John’s Close, 
Mildenhall, which would 
have allowed her two younger 
children, Tyler, 14, and Bryo¬ 
ny, 12, to stay at Mildenhall 
College. 

But the house offer was 
then withdrawn. 

Ms Ungless said: “The 
house was taken off us due to 
Flagship receiving a poor ref¬ 
erence regarding rent arrears. 

“We had told the council 
that the landlady would not 
give us a suitable reference 
but we were told that it did 
not matter and that this was 


only a formality. 

“But this was not the case 
and now we are being forced 
into an unsuitable home.” 

A spokesman for the coun¬ 
cil said: “It is not the decision 
of the council not to house 
them, but it is up to the land¬ 
lord. 

“We do not comment on in¬ 
dividual cases.” 

Matthew Thomas, Flag¬ 
ship’s Director of Housing, 
said: “We cannot disclose the 
details of an individual case, 
and we have advised Mrs 
Ungless to discuss her situa¬ 
tion further with Forest Heath 
District Council and we will 
continue to work with them.”

Revamped recycling service hailed

encouraging that the hard 
work and success of our 
waste and recycling service 
has been recognised at a na¬ 
tional level. 

“We have seen such a dra¬ 
matic increase in our recy¬ 
cling levels in such a short 
time which is down to the 
easy to use system we have 
in place and the efforts of 
our residents who have em¬ 
braced the new service with 
such enthusiasm. 

“We should all be very 
proud of such an achieve¬ 
ment and for making such 
rapid progress in such a 
short period of time.”

Racing policy came 
in for a reason 

I CLEARLY missed an interesting 
Newmarket Vision meeting, having 
wasted my day trying to get into 
the Apple store in Cambridge, after 
negotiating the new P&R ticket 
machines. 

Rachel Hood's comments re non¬ 
racing residents perhaps leaving 
might, at best, be described as 
unfortunate, especially from a 
Mayor, who, one might assume, 
represents the interests of all in the 
town. 

I gather the comment was in 
response to a query re expenditure 
on horse walks and safety issues. 

I would suggest here that such 
safety provisions are not just for 
horses and riders but also for 
drivers, passengers and pedestrians 
and that there is more work and 
expense to come. 

The Newmarket area, like the rest 
of the country was once wood and 
grassland. Then the Romans arrived 
and began building roads all over 
the place. 

The All / A14 junction was an 
obvious meeting place and so the 
town sprang up - some 400 years 
before the Charleses arrived and 
began horsing about. 

Much of Newmarket is built on 
former stud and stable land, notably 
the Manderston and Scaltback 
Studs. 

Back in the 60s many stables 
and studs were distressed due to 
economic reasons and owners were 


happy to sell. 

Racing policies understandably 
came into being to avoid this 
important industry being squeezed 
out of existence. 

Ironically Newmarket racing 
probably profited at Epsom's 
expense as the advent of the 
Sheikhs made the town the place to 
be, racing-wise. 

No-one would deny the value of 
racing to the town, the district and, 
indeed, the nation but, as the old 
maxim says, one should not have all 
one's eggs in one basket. 

Mr Gosden said at the meeting that 
there is a record number of horses 
and trainers. 

I would suggest, as I have previously 
written, that the horse population 
of Newmarket may be at or near 
maximum, certainly optimum, 
capacity; indeed, I have been told 
that the training grounds could 
struggle to accommodate more 
horses. 

I see that the Town Council voted 
to support the possible compulsory 
purchase of Queensbury 
Lodge. This may well have been 
unanimous in the absence of 
Labour Councillors at their National 
Conference. 

What might the Council propose for 
the Lodge that Unex could not do? 
Development by Unex would not 
require funding by Council Tax 
payers. 

The worry is that the Council would 
buy a white elephant which would 
require ongoing Council funding. 
Readers, especially letter writers, 
might like to know that Town and 
District Council elections are due 
next May. Those unhappy with the 
status quo might like to consider 
standing for election.

Three arrests 
after fire reveals 
cannabis haul 


A FIRE inside two garden 
sheds turned into a major 
police operation after can¬ 
nabis plants were discov¬ 
ered growing inside them. 

Firefighters from Ely and 
Newmarket were sent to the 
blaze in Northfield Park, So- 
ham, at around 2.50pm on 
Saturday after receiving calls 
that two workshops in a gar¬ 
den had caught light. 

But when they and po¬ 
lice officers arrived, it was 
discovered that cannabis 
was being grown inside the 
workshops, the property - 
and an adjoining property. 

While firefighters tackled

the flames, police arrested 
two men - one aged 66 and 
one aged 53 - and a 49-year- 
old woman, on suspicion of 
producing cannabis. 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Police said: “We 
were called to reports of a 
fire at a shed in a garden 
in Northfield Park, Soham, 
shortly after 3pm on Satur¬ 
day.

“Crews returned to their 
stations by 5.15pm. 

“The cause of the fire was 
accidental, by equipment.” 

The three people arrested 
were bailed until December

We’re so proud 
of Zach; he’s 
an inspiration 


When little Zach Jolley 
was diagnosed with a life- 
threatening illness, his 
only chance of survival 
would mean months of 
invasive treatments to stop 
it in its tracks. His mum 
Sarah James tells EMMA 
HIGGINBOTHAM their 
story. 


Y OU can barely see the floor 
of Zach Jolley's bedroom. It's 
absolutely covered with Lego 
-vehicles, buildings, all carefully 
constructed by the smiley 7-year-old. 
"It's like Legoland Newmarket in 
there," grins mum Sarah James, rolling 
her eyes. "He's obsessed." 

The family can smile now, but 2014 
has been unbelievably difficult for 
Sarah and her partner Jamie Jolley. And 
for Zach, who's had to endure months 
of painful treatment to save his life. 

The story began when travel agent 
Sarah, then 23, was six months 
pregnant. She and Jamie were 
delighted to be expecting their first 
baby, a little boy, until her mother 
broke the news that would change 
everything: her father had been 
diagnosed with an incurable brain 
disease - and, as it was genetic, there 
was a 50-50 chance that she would 
pass it on to her unborn baby. 

For nearly a decade, Sarah had 
known that there was something 
wrong with her father, but doctors 
were baffled. "From when I was about 
16, he wasn't the same dad; he went 
really strange," she recalls. "He was 
diagnosed with depression, but then 
he started losing control of his bladder, 
and eventually they did an MRI scan 
because he kept losing his balance." 

The results were devastating. 

They showed that Sarah's father had 
adrenoleukodystrophy (ALD), the 
disease that the little boy had in the 
award-winning 1992 film Lorenzo's Oil. 

A rare disorder only affecting males, 
ALD stops the adrenal glands from 
working properly, causing long chains 
of fatty acids to build up on the brain, 
"so you can go from completely 
normal to a vegetative state within six 
months," says Sarah. "They said that 
if it develops as a child, it normally 
develops between 6 and 10, and it's 
fatal. There's no cure for it." 

Zach was born fit and well, and 
doctors said that they wouldn't test him 
until he was 3, "but I thought about it 
every single day," says Sarah. 

Two years later, her father died. "He 
went into hospital and was walking 
around the ward, then the next time 
I saw him he was in a complete 
vegetative state. 

"Obviously watching my dad dying 
of it, I had to know. I begged them to 
test Zach because if he hadn't got it, I 


was worrying about nothing." 

Doctors agreed, and gave Zach the 
blood test early. Sarah and Jamie had 
to wait two weeks for the results. 

Then the letter arrived telling them 
the news that they dreaded: Zach had 
tested positive for ALD. 

Sarah sprang into action. She tracked 
down a specialist at Bristol Children's 
Hospital. Zach was classed as 'pre- 
symptomatic', but would have to have 
MRI scans every six months. 

For four years, the family carried 
on with their lives. "Then we had 
a conversation . . ." grins Sarah. "I 
turned 30 last year, and I really wanted 
another baby. Jamie was a bit wary, 
but we decided we would, and I fell 
pregnant straight away." 

But just six weeks later, a slight 
change was detected on Zach's MRI 
scan, "and I just thought Oh. My. 

God," recalls Sarah. Doctors said 
they'd rescan him three months later, 
in January of this year, "and the three 
months I had to wait, I was in bits." 

The second scan confirmed the 
doctors' suspicions, and a test on 
Zach's adrenal glands showed that they 
weren't working properly. The disease 
had begun to kick in. 

"I'd been prepared for this. I think 
I've grieved it since I was pregnant, so 
it wasn't a surprise," says Sarah. 

Zach needed to have a bone marrow 
transplant straight away. 

And so, with Sarah 26 weeks 
pregnant, they packed up and 
headed for Bristol. 

Doctors discussed everything that 
needed to be done, "and when they 
go through all the risks, it's so hard 
to sign that piece of paper. But you 
haven't got a choice," says Sarah. "The 
amount of times I just wanted to pick 
him up and run away . . ." 

Zach's treatment began with 
intensive chemotherapy, which led to 
sickness and seizures. 

And then with the transfusion 
complete, Zach was eventually 
discharged to day beds, "but the 
next day they did a blood test, and it 
showed that the transplant had failed. 
We were going to have to do it all 
again." 

Needless to say, they were horrified. 

What's more, by now it was mid- 
April, and Sarah's baby was due in 


mid-May: "We were expecting to be 
home by then," she says. 

There was nothing for it: Sarah's 
baby would be born in Bristol, and 
she'd have to book a caesarean; that 
way her mum could be with Zach 
while Jamie was by her side for the 
delivery. 

As soon as she could, Sarah hurried 
back to the children's hospital, carrying 
Zach's baby sister in her arms. He was 
thrilled. "She was two days old. Zach 
was so poorly - he'd lost so much 
weight - but he was just so gentle with 
her." 

Thankfully the second bone marrow 
transplant was a success, and the 
family returned to Newmarket. But 
Zach wasn't out of the woods yet: that 
night his temperature soared and he 
began to vomit. By the morning he was 
in Addenbrooke's. It turned out that 
he'd caught rhinovirus. 

Since coming home, Zach has 
been hospitalised by four infections. 
"It's been an absolute nightmare," 
admits Sarah. "But he's been amazing. 
There hasn't been one day that he 
hasn't smiled. Honestly, he has been 
a complete inspiration. He took 
everything in his stride." 

Now home again, the family 
are trying to get back to normal, 
but Zach still has to go to hospital 
every week for tests, takes up to 23 
pills every day, and won't be able 
to return to school until next term 
because of the risk of infection. 

"He hasn't been outside and played 
with his friends; he hasn't done much 
at all, so he's normally playing Lego," 
says Sarah. "He's fantastic at it as 
well. It's the one thing that's kept him 
going." 

Zach will also have brain scans every 
year, "but the idea was to catch it 
before he had the symptoms, stop it in 
its tracks, and just let him get on with 
his life," says Sarah. "We've been living 
in hell, to be honest, but we're just 
going to enjoy life now. 

"I'm so glad we have him, and I feel 
really blessed that we took the leap of 
faith and now we've got a little girl as 
well. 

"For us, though, being the parents 
of Zach, that's what made us have 
another child - because he's a lovely, 
lovely boy. We're so proud of him."

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Bev’s quest to raise awareness 


of rare neurological condition

TO look at Beverley Spicer, you wouldn’t 
think for one minute she has anything wrong 
with her. 

But underneath that beaming smile is a 
lady, for whom the simplest of tasks, such as 
cooking, showering or getting dressed, are so 
exhausting that they have to be done sitting 
down. 

Beverley, 65, from Soham, has Primary Or¬ 
thostatic Tremor (POT) - a very rare degener¬ 
ative neurological condition first diagnosed 
by Dr K. M. Heilman in 1984 and which only 
a couple of hundred people in the UK have. 

Beverley, who lives with her husband, Da¬ 
vid, said: “I first noticed that I had problems 
standing still in 2002 when I found myself un¬ 
able to stand at my mother-in-law’s funeral. 

“It was a combination of stress and extreme 
anxiety that had brought on this first notice¬ 
able shaking, but it was to progress steadily 
so that it affected my work at the College of 
West Anglia and my daily life. 

“By 2005 the tremor was more evident, so I 
went to see my doctor. 

“I had undergone major spinal surgery in 
1999 - the result of a road traffic accident in 
1996, and I could only imagine that I may 
have a trapped nerve in my back.” 

Beverley was referred to the University Col¬ 
lege of London Hospital for tests, and it was 
there that a neurologist immediately diag¬ 
nosed her with POT. 


The condition is generally on a ratio of 75 
per cent women to 25 per cent men, and the 
onset age is around 64 years. 

But many patients are misdiagnosed with 
Multiple Sclerosis or Parkinson’s Disease, 
which is something Beverley and her hus¬ 
band are very keen to raise awareness about. 

Beverley, who has two daughters, one step¬ 
son and seven grandchildren, said: “Our 
quest is to enable neurologists to research 
POT and search for a cure. 

“It is important to all the sufferers as we are 


so few and yet still growing in numbers. 

“We need to raise awareness among doc¬ 
tors and neurologists, so that people are no 
longer misdiagnosed in the UK.” 

Beverley uses a rollator - a four wheeled 
walking frame with a seat - when she is out 
and about, but even everyday tasks at home 
have to be done sitting down as they are so 
exhausting. 

She said: “I feel fortunate that I still have 
some mobility but this is a degenerative con¬ 
dition that I have had for 12 years, and we 


have moved from a house into a bungalow as 
I find stairs difficult now. 

“In my experience the onset of POT begins 
with the least cause, for example, waiting to 
cross the road, or getting across a busy car 
park. 

“At first I experience definite unsteadiness, 
the feelings of imbalance, and then trembling 
in my lower limbs. My toes curl under to grip 
the ground and my body tenses. 

“My legs become heavy and I feel an urgent 
need to sit within a few seconds of standing 
still. 

“The symptoms rapidly disappear on walk¬ 
ing again, though once my legs start to feel 
heavy, stepping forward is then an effort, and 
the feeling that I could fall (a symptom of 
POT) makes it more difficult to take that first 
step again. 

“I treat everyday of my mobility as precious 
for as long as it lasts.” 

Beverley and David are dedicated to raising 
funds for the National Tremor Foundation, 
which in turn funds research into POT. 

On Saturday, October 4, a murder mys¬ 
tery night is being held at The Anchor public 
house in Little Downham to raise funds. 

The event starts at 7.30pm and tickets are 
£35 each, which includes a three-course 
meal. For tickets or more information, call 
David on 07752 308713 or email davidspic- 
er31@gmail.com.

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‘My transplant means I 
can plan for the future’ 



LIFE CHANGING: Bernice Perry hopes her story will inspire people to sign up to the organ donor register 


Following a lifesaving double lung transplant, 
23-year-old cystic fibrosis sufferer Bernice 
Perry tells Lydia Fallon "the best gift in life is a 
second chance". 


B ERNICE Perry is giddy with 
excitement when we meet at 
her Haverhill home, and who 
can blame her: it's not every day 
you get to star as Miss January in a 
glitzy new calendar. 

Posing in a vintage tea shop 
and dressed in an elegant 1920s 
flapper girl outfit, the 23-year-old 
looks stunning. "It was so much 
fun," she says. "Each month had a 
different theme and mine was the 
1920s. I had my hair and make-up 
done especially and they closed 
down half the teashop for me!" 

Under Bernice's photo there is 
a caption, which reads: "The best 
gift in life is a second chance." 

See, this is no ordinary calendar, 
and Bernice is no ordinary 
young lady. In fact, she's rather 
extraordinary. 

Bernice was one of 13 young 
transplant patients to pose for the 
calendar, which aims to show how 
lives can be transformed by new 
organs. Featuring pre-operation 
selfies of the 'Transplant Troopers', 
some on the verge of death, 
alongside their glamorous new 
looks, it's hoped the calendar - in 
aid of charity Live Life Give Life - 
will persuade people to sign up to 
the organ donor register, and give 
the thousands awaiting a transplant 
a second chance at life. 

"From being in the situation 
myself and seeing what my family 


has been through, as 

well as me, I know that (by signing 

up to the register) you are not just 

changing one person's life, you are 

literally changing a whole family's 

life. It's an amazing thing to do, 

and it doesn't even take much 

time to sign up, you can 

do it online and you just fill in your 

details. That's it," Bernice says. 

To meet Bernice today, petite 
and pretty with a smile that 
lights up the room, it's hard to 
comprehend quite how much 
she's been through. Just over two 
years ago she was given a year 
to live, but thanks to the double 
lung transplant she underwent at 
Papworth Hospital in December 
2013, she's finally getting the 
chance to live life to the full. 

"I want to do as much as I can 
and just make the most of my 
life now," she grins. "I can do 
everything now, it's been great. 

I've got a friend who's lived in 
London for the past four or five 
years and May was the first time 
I got to go down and see her 
without having to take an oxygen 
tank with me. 

"I'm also doing a nail technician 
course at the moment and I 
couldn't ever do anything like that 
before." 

Growing up in Haverhill, Bernice 
was diagnosed with cystic fibrosis - 
a genetic disease which causes the

lungs and digestive system to 
be clogged with thick mucus - 
at just 5 years old. A seemingly 
happy toddler, it was hard to 
comprehend she had a disease 
which was not only incurable, 
but one which causes sufferers 
to rarely survive far into their 
twenties. "It was Friday the 
13th when I got diagnosed. 
Doctors noticed I was very 
short of breath and coughing 
a lot; I couldn't even laugh 
without having a coughing 
fit. I was always ill, picking 
up colds and stuff, and really 
skinny," Bernice says. "I don't 
remember too much about 
it apart from all of a sudden 
being in hospital and lots of 
needles, tablets and liquids, 
and getting lots of presents!" 

While her peers were out 
playing games and having 
fun, Bernice spent much of 
her childhood in and out 
of hospital, having to take 
a cocktail of pills just to get 
through the day. She tried to 
stay positive, but admits life 
was a constant struggle. "I 
used to have to take school 
work into hospital but it wasn't 
the same really, and I could 
never keep up with it, so fell 
behind everyone else. I was in 
hospital when I was supposed 
to be studying for my GSCEs 
so that was really hard too," 
she explains. 

"I couldn't keep up with my 
friends and do all the things I 
wanted to do. I was on tablets, 
nebulisers, IVs and physio. I 
had to have oxygen 24/7 and 
when you're on oxygen, you 
don't want to go out because 
you don't want anybody to 
see you. I had no energy at all, 
and no confidence; I didn't 
feel good enough in myself to 
actually go out and do things. 

"I had a lot of support from 
my friends and family, they 
were always there for me 
and would encourage me to 
stay positive," says Bernice. 
"My nan was actually my 
inspiration for having the 
transplant; she passed away a 
few months ago, but I wanted 
her to see me happy." 

As Bernice got older, her 
health got progressively worse, 
and doctors confirmed her 
only chance of survival was a 
lung transplant. 

"They started mentioning a 
transplant when I was about 
16. Straight away I said I didn't 
want one, at that age it seems 
like such a big scary thing," 
Bernice says. "But about 
three years ago I was getting 
more and more unwell, so I 
started doing some research 
and changed my mind after 
reading about it. 

"I knew once I got to a 


certain stage it would be 
brought up, and one day 
at clinic my lung function 
dropped to what it is when 
they usually perform a lung 
transplant, and the doctors 
spoke to me then about going 
on the waiting list." 

Lots of tests and assessments 
followed, and Bernice found 
out she needed to be a certain 
weight before being eligible 
for the transplant waiting list. It 
took her over a year to put on 
the extra 45 kilos needed, and 
then it was a waiting game 
before a match was found. 

"I knew that if a match 
wasn't found the worst would 
happen; I wouldn't survive. 

But I've been brought up all 
my life knowing that is the 
case, the transplant will help, 
but it's not a cure. It won't 
last forever, but it will give me 
more years and more life, and 
an improved life." 

And then in December last 
year - 15 months since she'd 
first been put on the list - 
Bernice got the best Christmas 
present she could have hoped 
for. "I was in hospital at the 
time and they came in and 
told me they'd got lungs for 
me and were 99 per cent sure 
they would be a match. It was 

3.30 in the morning and it 
didn't feel real. I was shaking 
- my teeth were chattering 
because I was shaking so 
much - and I was so excited. 

I didn't feel scared or nervous, 

I was just excited to get it 
started," Bernice smiles. 

Things moved swiftly. The 
surgery was scheduled for 

7.30 the same morning, 
and thankfully proved a 
success, but the next few 
weeks were critical. "I was 
in so much pain, I never 
even thought about just how 
painful it would be," Bernice 
remembers. "I thought once 
I'd had the transplant, I'd 

be up the next day and 
everything would be 
fine, but it wasn't 
like that at all, I 
could barely do 
anything." 

Bernice was 
allowed home 
six weeks 
later, which 
she says was an 
"amazing" feeling. 

Since then she's 
been enjoying life as 
much as possible, aware that it 
can be taken away in 
an instant. "I just want to go 
out and do normal things," 
she smiles. "Like at the 
weekend I 

went to Great Yarmouth and 
we just walked along the 
beach for hours. We walked 


about five miles and I've never 
been able to do that before." 

Bernice has been looking to 
the future too, something she 
spent so long trying to avoid. 
"I'm so used to telling myself 
not to look to the future. I 
never used to like thinking 
what would happen tomorrow 
or next week, so it's hard to 
get out of the habit of not 
making plans. But now I'm 
starting to plan things for the 
next few months and it feels 
good to finally be able to do 
that." 

But even though Bernice is 
feeling happier and healthier, 
there's still a bumpy road 
ahead. She must take anti¬ 
rejection tablets six times a 
day, and even just catching 
a cold could lead to weeks, 
maybe even months, in 
hospital. "The first year is 
always the hardest infection 
wise because the tablets 
completely knock your 
immune system," she explains. 
"I got a cold a few weeks ago 
and I was in hospital for two 
weeks. That was hard to cope 
with and I got down again 
because it felt like I was back 
to square one. But I'm home 
now and feeling good." 

Bernice says she will be 
forever grateful to her donor 
for saving her life, but still 
feels much more needs to be 
done to raise awareness of 
organ donation. Every year 
1,000 people die waiting for 
a transplant across the UK, 
yet only 31 per cent of us 
are actually signed up to the 
register. As an advocate for 
Live Life Give Life, Bernice 
hopes this is something she 
can help change. 

"I had a really good friend 
in hospital and we got put 
on the list at the same time, 
but she passed away in April, 
which was really hard. And 
I have another good friend 
who has been waiting for a 
transplant for two-and-a- 
half years. 

"Not a lot 
L of people 
understand 
organ donation. 
"Someone the 
other day asked 
me if they had 
to pay to be an 
organ donor. 

"I think more 
people need to talk 
about it and discuss it with 
their families. 

"The transplant has changed 
my life completely. I used to 
be scared of so much but now 
I just do everything because 
you only have one chance 
at life, so I want to make the 
most of it."

The actress is basically a British 
institution, being a West End and 
National Theatre stalwart as well as 
consistently popping up on TV in the 
likes of Rosemary & Thyme, Doctor 
Who and in 2008 when Vincent 


Simone twirled her round on Strictly 
Come Dancing (she came seventh). 

Then there's Judith's ego-centric 
husband David (Michael Simkins), 
who the Guardian says: "wears a look 
of horror that suggests a fully-clothed 
man in a nudist camp", and the 
theatrical pair's grown-up bohemian 
children, Sorel and Simon. 

All perpetual show-offs and never 
willing to share the limelight, the 
whole melodramatic lot of them each 
invite a friend for the weekend with 
disastrous consequences - there is 
much swapping of partners and many 
a charade. 

The guests - and the audience - 
witness just how terribly behaved 
the Bliss family can be, and how far 
they'll go for a bit of fawning. 

Remember it's Coward too, so it 
will sparkle like you wouldn't believe. 
Expect some wonderful 20s flapper 
dresses - and much shrieking.

THE Volkswagen Group contin¬ 
ued its dominance of The Cara¬ 
van Club’s prestigious Towcar of 
the Year competition by lifting 
the trophy for a seventh consecu¬ 
tive year. 

The competition’s 39 entries 
were split into six price classes 
and two weight categories, rang¬ 
ing from the Dacia Logan MCV 
LaureatedCi at just £12,114 to 
the all-singing, all-dancing Land 
Rover Discovery HSE Luxury 3.0 
SDV6 at a shade over £60,000. 
The diverse entry list included 
small 4x4s, saloons, estates, 
hatchbacks, SUVs, large off- 
roaders and an electric/petrol 
hybrid. 

Each towcar endured the same 
gruelling series of trials - not only 
being judged on its towing per¬ 
formance over a testing circuit 
at the Millbook Proving Ground 
in Bedfordshire, but also for its 
‘caravanability’ - ie how much 
typical holiday gear and caravan 
paraphernalia it could accom¬ 
modate, how easily it could be 
hooked up to a caravan and the 
quality of towing information 
contained in its handbook.

With new car design, it's all about the detail 



NOT REALLY: Pushing a button could involve more flair than this 


WITH cars being the most 
hi-tech ever, why are there 
still so many design flaws, 
asks Matt Kimberley? 

Spend five minutes 
talking to someone who 
designs or engineers new 
cars and you'll be left in no 
doubt how much money 
companies spend on 
getting everything 'just so'. 

So why is it that some of 
the most blatantly obvious 
and/or annoying problems 
with cars are still being 
ignored? 

I'm talking about the 
things you don't usually 
get the chance to discover 
on a typical local test drive. 
Like why the fold-down 
sun visor doesn't stretch 
all the way to the A-pillar, 
leaving that infuriating gap 
that seems to draw the 
sun to itself like a magnet 
pulling a ball bearing. 

Then there's rain testing. 
Don't car makers ever test 
their cars in the wet? Don't 
they open the boot and 
discover how rain droplets 
cascade like the former 
contents of a recently burst 
water balloon onto your 
shopping? 

There are cars that have 
space-saver spare wheels 
and small boots, meaning 
that once you've removed 


your full-size standard 
wheel and tyre, you've got 
nowhere to put it while 
you drive to the garage. 
What are you supposed 
to do? Leave it by the 
roadside? Roll it off down 
the street? 

Not forgetting alloy 
wheels with more spokes 
than the London Eye. It's 
partly the owners' fault 
for buying cars with these 
idiot hoops fitted, but did 
the designer not think 
about how many Sundays 
- and knuckles - he'd be 
ruining by penning wheels 
that are so damn difficult 


to clean? 

Enough ranting: I 
have a simple solution. 
Ordinary people should 
be employed on a rotating 
basis to test cars in their 
developmental stages. 
They'd discover all 
sorts of things that the 
designers had missed, like 
how the exposed metal 
boot release button on 
Dacias will rust like an old 
Alfa Romeo after being 
exposed to enough salty 
winter roads. 

We normal folks with 
our curious lives have 
a way of rooting out all 


the flaws in a car, most 
of which nobody at the 
factory ever thought 
about. This is, surely, 
a priceless insight for 
making future models 
better, so let's get some of 
the jobless contingent into 
car factories across the 
globe to see if they can 
make the designers look 
stupid. 

That's job creation and 
improved convenience 
for car drivers the world 
over. I'm expecting the 
'thank you' phone call 
from Messrs Cameron and 
Clegg any minute now.

Darley raid could 
be Angel’s agenda

BRONZE Angel could have another crack at Group 
Three honours in the Darley Stakes at Newmarket 
next month thanks to winning the Betfred Cam¬ 
bridgeshire for a second time last Saturday. 

A strong gallop over nine furlongs on fast ground 
are the key elements for Bronze Angel, who thrust 
his trainer Marcus Tregoning back into the lime¬ 
light when repeating his victory of 2012 in the big 
autumn handicap. 

Bronze Angel (14-1) tried to follow up his first 
Cambridgeshire success in the Darley Stakes over 
the same course and distance two years ago, but 
things were not quite in his favour and he could 
only finish fifth behind Mull Of Killough. 

“It’s just a matter of getting everything right,” said 
Tregoning. 

“We didn’t have to claim off him, as it turned out, 
but I thought the 5lb was a good advantage. That’s 
why Louis (Steward) took the ride. 

“It’s not very good for Martin (Dwyer), who had 
ridden him well at York, but I’m sure he will under¬ 
stand. It’s just the way it had to be. 

“On the Friday of Champions weekend, there’s a 
Group Three (Darley Stakes), but maybe the ground 
might not be right by then. 

“I suppose I’ll probably have to have a go at 
something like that. 

“He’s a top-class handicapper, but maybe Group 
races might be too much for him. He may have a 
shot at it, but only if the ground is right. 

“The mile and one furlong is a key factor. He loves 
big fields and quite likes a scrum. A strong gallop is 
really what he wants.” 

It was a second major handicap win for Steward 
following his victory at 20-1 on Mutual Regard in 
the Ebor, but he will now no longer have the asset 
of his 5lb claim as this was the 50th success of the 
19-year-old’s career. 

Steward, who is apprenticed with Michael Bell, 
stayed calm and pushed Bronze Angel two-and-a- 
quarter lengths clear of dead-heating pair Niceofy- 
outotellme andVelox. 

“That was my 50th winner, I am now a 31b claimer, 
so that’s a nice way of doing it,” said Steward. 

“He loves a big field, and this is when he comes

best on this quick ground. 

“The Ebor was spectacular and just to do it again 
at the end of the year is amazing.” 

Of the future, Steward added: “I had a word with the 
boss (Michael Bell), so Dubai is in the pipeline and I 
think there is a possibility it will be for Godolphin. I’ve 
never ridden abroad before so it will be an education.” 

Elm Park relished every yard of the mile trip to claim 
the juddmonte Royal Lodge Stakes, finishing with a 
late rally for j ockey Andrea Atzeni. 

“The ground is quick enough for him, he prob¬ 
ably wants better ground which is why he came off 
the bridle quite early I think,” said Atzeni. 


“He stumbled coming out of the stalls, but he 
travelled nicely. He started racing quite a long way 
out, but he came home really well.” 

Qatar Racing purchased a significant interest in Elm 
Park, who was supplemented at a cost of £10,000. 

Trainer Andrew Balding said: “He’s in the Racing 
Post Trophy - that will be up to Sheikh Fahad and 
the others, but I’d have said that as long as he’s okay, 
there was no reason why not. 

“Royal Lodge winners deserve consideration for 
the Derby, whether it’s the French or the English 
we’ll see, but there’s a lot of water to go under the 
bridge before then.”
